many went without, and four applicants 
were crushed to death. The soldiers. even 
were denied thelr ordinary rations, and 
three died ; but this could not go on, and 
some thousand of them went to the Palace 
demanding food ; 0, to avoid a rebellion, 
half rations were dealt out to them; In the 
southern provinces the distress was grentent, 
and i€ would be simply impossible to do 
juatice to all the horrible details. 

The plague, that'sure follower of famine, 
completed the work, and my Corean friends 
compute the loss of population at equal to 
a province, or ¢ of the country: This, 
perliaps, would be the proportion in the 
South, but then the Joss was not so great 
in the North.’

admission from the mouth of a Minister in 
the most civilized and polite country under 
the sun!’ Coreans believe themselves the 
‘* Ne plus. ultra” of morality, choice be- 
haviour, and exquisite manners. 

The letter of introduction handed in by 
the Japanese was. from the Ol-mou-tai-sin 
(probably Foreign Office Minister in Japan), 
named Sek-pom-ttongol, Jt recommended. 
the berrer and his-followers to the Cham- 
berlain, and said that elght of them were 
great personages, intelligent, good, honest, 
&o,, the twelve others being their servants 
«trusting they would be well reosived and 
kindly treated.: It seems that the Ambaa- 
sadors were accompanted in thin visit by an 
influential Corean magnate, who had. been 
mandarin at Tong-nay. This gontleman, 
seated in a ochalr, on o wheel, and partly 
carried by bearers (not exactly a wheel- 
barrow), brought up the rear of the pro- 
cession. A Corean nobleman placed him- 
self in .the latter’s way, and in a most 
insulting manner aaid to him, *You dirty 
scoundrel, you deserve to be killed, akla- 
‘ned and quartered, for daring to be in such 
company, and assisting auch oreaturea to 
come into Cores, which you have sold to 
them,” following up with the most unpar- 
Hamentary language. The magnate pre- 
tended not to understand, and not a 
soldier of his suite moved. ‘They evidently’ 


# {took the nobleman for a madman—and he 


behaved much like one ; yet he seemed but 
the. mouthpiece of the populace, who were 
furious, screaming and: gesticulating at the: 
Japanese wherever they wero seen. . The 
anger extended to all the eight provinces. 
Moat absurd rumours circulated freely, and 
the orowd looked most threatening, The 
King and Prime Minister seemed to be 
the only quiet ‘ones, dad: fortunately for 
the new comers they did not give avy 
opinior. If they had hinted only ‘‘ Do as 
you like,” there would have been a massacre 
on the.apot, for a few yeara ago the most 
solemn engagement was made by the 
people to: keep off other nationalities. 
Monumental stones were erected in the 
principal and other cities, with the follow- 
ing lings— The country will be ntterly 
ruined and lost if an alliance takes. placo 
with the western natlons. Anyone who 
dares allude’ even to making frlends with. 
barbarians must be looked upon as a rebel, 
a traitor, and should be at once executed 
£0. 

The Japanese. are not Europeans them- 
selves; but they have adopted European 
customs and dress, and it was believed that 
half of those in the country were in reality 
Europeans, The late Regent, that essence 
of hatred towards foreigners, foamed with 
rage at not being able to annibilate in- 
traders, The Ooreans call hima broken- 
backed tiger, “His rage fs dreadful to 
behold, Thanks to théir pationt and quiet 
behaviour, the Japanese weathered the 
storm, and seom likely to obtaln whatever 
they require, When they declared their 
intentlon of staying till the 8rd moon, it 
could not be believed possible j but imagine 
the surprise when they spoke of building a 
house, ‘Do they intend to live here 
always,” sald one, “If so, we shall soon 
have Europeans upon us. How could wo 
submit to .barbarians without morals or 
principlea, minus the five natural senses.” 

If there wore war, Corea could not hold 
out any titte. There are no soldiers worth 
mentioning, and the Government is at sixes 
snd sevens. Ohina has probably thrown
